FOUR NEGROES LYNCHED 


For Murdering Two White Men at Rich- 
landa, Va. 

Richmond, Va., February 1.—A special 
to The Dispatch from Tazewell courthouse, 
Va., says: Monday night, four negro men 
murdered and robbed two. white men at 
Richlands, named Ratcliffe and Short- 
ridge. ‘The murdered men lived in Buch- 
anan “ounty, and were at Richlands with 
their wagons for the purpose of purchasing 
goods. The four negroes were captured, 
confesseG the crime and were lynched. 
More than one hundred Buchanan people 
were at Richlands today. 

Ratcliffe and Shortridge were country 
merchants, who had come to Richlands, 
their nearest railway station for goods of 
their trade. They were supposed to hayre 
considerable. money. When night ap- 
proached, they tied their horses, . built a 
fire, and prepared to spend the hight in 
their wagons. This morning their Cem! 
bodies were discovered, each in a pool of 
blood. Suspicion pointed to four negroes 
as being the murderers. A crowd 
iminediately gathered and searching 
parties were sent out. The first of the 
quartet arrested was Jerry Brown, and '‘af- 
ter satisfactory evidece as to his guilt had 
been obtained, a ‘rope was placed about 
his neck and he was soon dangling from 
the limb of a tree. 

Later in the day three—Spencer Branch, 
Johnson Jobpson and Sam Eljersou—were 
arrested by the county othcials and the of- 
ficers started with fheir prisoners by a 
round about way for the courthonse. In 
the meanwhile, news of the murder had 
reached Buchanau coutty, where the niur- 
dered men resided and a mob was immed!- 
ately organized and started post haste to- 
wards Richlands to avenge the’ murder. 
This purty. upva reaching Richlands and 
learning the route taken Wr the officers with 
the. three prisoners, pursued and. orertovk 
them, forcibly took charge of the three ne- 
groes and swung them up in short order. 
‘The mobe is said to be pursuing two other 
negroes suspected of complicity in the crime. 
The greatest excitement prevails.

TRIAL OF THe PNEUMATIC GUNS. 


The Five-Hundred-Yuard Shots Did Not Do 
Well , 


Port Royal, S. C., February 1.—Experimen- 
tal practicing with the pneumatic guns of 
the Vesuvius was resumed this morning and 
continued throughout the day. Fourteen pro- 
jectiles were discharged. With the exceptior 
of the two final shots, ranged for 2,000 yards, 
shorter range lines were aimed at—six shots 
at 1,000 yards and the other six at 500 yards. 
The practically complete . accuracy which 
characterized yesterday's firing was main- 
tained today during the 1,000-yard tests; but 
the results in the 500-yard ‘experiments were 
not so satisfactory. The explanation giver 
by the officers of the eccentricities developed in 
the flight of the 500-yard shells is that the 
guns have not been practiced enough at short 
distances to establish curve lines well. Two 
of the 1,000 shots ricochetted one slightly 


and one in a peculiar manner. This shell 
emerged from the water oy gene prmssnges 
after submersion. It rose in an @& : 
pendicuiar line and drifted decidedly to the 
left. The causes producing such an excep 
tional performance are, of course, not a panel 
with absolute certainty, but the impression 
that the exceptional course of this ego 
was the resuit of the displacement = .o oad 
of iron which takes the place in ‘‘dum itn 
the 2u0 pounds of gun cotton in live shelis. heb 
solution is entirely logical.

Indicates That the Repeal of the Sher- 
man Act Will Not Go Through. 


THE QUESTION IS T0 COME UP 


This Month, 


MR, DICKENSON AS AN EMISSARY 


He Is in Washington, and Says He Is Not 
Going Into the Cabinet—The Day 
at the Nation’s Capital. 


Washington, February 1—The silver 
question is to come up in the house on the 
Oth and 10th. 

The committee on rule will report an or- 
der within the next few days setting aside 
these days. In the report from the commit- 
tee on rules there will be no cloture, but 
the house will have it in its power to add a 
cloture amendment. ; 

Mr. Bacon, chairman of the committee 
on banking and currency, baving the bill, 
will offer such an amendment. On this 
amendment under the rule there can be no 
filibustering. Mr. Bacon believes that he 
has a majority of the house with him, and 
that he will have no difficulty in adopting 
the amendment. and thus preventing fili- 
bustering and provide for a vote on the 
passage of the bill. He believes that with 
the influence exerted by Mr. Cleveland 
behind this bill it will pass the house. 

In the senate, however, the chances would 
seem tm be against the adoption of any sil- 
ver legislation at this session. 

There is a proposition to be made by 
some of the free coinage men agrecing to 
the passage of a bill repealing the Sher- 
man law provided there are provisions in 
the bill for the eoinage of the silver now in 
the treasury, and for the free coinage of 
$2 a month to be coined for the 
holders of bullion when presented at the 
mint. The objection to this latter proposi- 
tion is that it would be difficult, in the 
event that more than $2,000,000 was pre- 
sénted at the mint for coinage, for the di- 
rector of the miut to decide just whose sil- 
yer to coin. Thus it is believed the propo- 
sition will amount to nething. 

‘There seems to be no concert of action 
alnong the free coinage men of the house. 
Indeed there is no leader, and every man 
seems to have a different idea about the 
‘solution of this question. On the other 
hand the anti-free coinage men are 
thoroughly organized, and are confident of 
repenling the Sherman law without substi- 
tute legislation, 

A Poll of the Senate. 

The republican members of the senate, 
under the direction of Mr. Sherman, have 
_just. completed.a.poll of the.senate onthe 
proposed repeal of the Sherman silver act 
of 1890. The poll was’ matle by Seuators 
Chandler and Dixon, and it is said that the 
result is not at all satisfactory to those 
who have looked forward to a possible re 
peal of the act. 

According to the common report these 
senators have discovered that there are 
only about eight members on the democrat- 
ic side who can be depentled on to vote for 
the repeal, and that the result is even more 
discouragiug on the republican side. There 
fire some senators, and inthis class Mr. 
Platt is placed, ‘who are in favor of, and 
who would vote for, the repeal if the meas- 
ure came to a vote, but who will not vote to 
bring it under consideration. It is also un- 
derstood: that there is a majority of seven 
or eight on the republican side of the cham- 
ber against bringing the measure to a 
vote. 


Clearing the Potomac. 


The Potomac river is atill covered with 
ice, but a flood is no longer feared. TPre- 
cautions have been taken to prevént it. 
Today a fleet of five heavy tug boats with 
ice plows begin work in the river breaking 
up the ice above the long bridge. They 
will thus prevent it backing up against the 
long bridge aud causing an overflow of the 
city. 

Will Come Up Today. 

The anti-option bill will come up in the 
house tomorrow immediately after the pas- 
sage of the sundry civil bil]. It is now 
on the speaker’s table, with the senate 
amendments, and must be referred to a 
committee before being acted upon by the 
house unless a motion is ‘made to accept 
all the senate amendments and that will 
probably not be done. ‘ 

The opponents of the measure are deter- 
mined’to defeat it if possible, and they are 
much stronger than they,were last year. 
Their tactics tomorrow will be to move a 
reference of the bill to the committee on 
ways and means. Should this motion be 
adopted it will mean the death of the bill, 
for the ways and means: committee wonld 
never report it back. Mr. Hatch, however, 
will fight this proposition strenuously and 
will endeavor to have it referred to: the 
committee on agriculture Quite an inter- 
esting contest is promised over the dispo- 
sition of this bill, and Mr. Hatch is not so 
confident today as he was yesterday of. the 
final passage of the bill by the house. The 
opponents of the measure are very dcter- 
mined in their opposition, and declare they 
will leave no stone unturned to: prevent its 
passage by the house. : 

The agricultural committee meets in the 
morning to decide what tactics to puraue.

DEFENDS THE QUEEN, 


And Says the Hawaiian Revolutionists 
Are American Adventurers. — 


WHO WOULD RUIN THE NATIVES, 


In Order That, They May Put Money 
in Their Pockets, 


A TALK WITH.ONE OF THE QUEEN'S MEN 


Who Is Visiting in Chicsgo—He Advises 
the American People to Wait Until 
the Other Side Is Heard. 


Chicago. February 1.—In a published in- 
terview Thomas Eyans, a commissioned of- 
ficer of Queen Lilioukalani, of Hawaii, who 
is visiting relatives here, is quoted as fol- 
lows: 

‘The causes leading to the revolution are 
to be looked for considerably below the. 
surface of what has been published in the 
dispatches from San Francisco. It should 
be borne in mind that the source of infor- 
mation given to the press is from the com- 
mittee of revolutionists now on their way to 
Washington to present their side of the 
case to the government. and ask its inter- 
ference in their way.

King 
Kalakaua until some interests that are- now 
represented in the on-to-Washington com- 
uuttee, and led by the same L. A. Thurs- 
ton, forced another on the islands which 
has been objectionnble both to the queen 
and a majority of her subjects. It was in 
compliance with the almust unanimous de- 
mand of the uatives, both in and out of 
parliament, and of over two-thirds of the 
voters in the kingdom, that the queen ig 
tended fo return ro the viiginal cunstucu- 
tion which restored to the natives the fran- 
chise taken away by the last one.

whisky trust. A change of name has not 
effected a change of its programme, which 
is to fil? its pockets by fair means or 


rogant concern, anxious to subsidize news- 
papers, ready to buy congressmen, and 
keen for plunder. It has always had a 
powerful influence on federal legislation, 
and has been actively represented in the 
cabinets of several administrations since 
the war. It is the outgrowth of our Rus- 
sian excise system, and it will continue 
to exercise an evil influence in legislation 
until the democrats of the country rise 
up in their wrath and sweep the Russian 
system from our statute books. , 

Of late the trust has been strengthen- 
ing itself in all directions preparatory to 
the most tremendous ‘stroke of business 
it has ever undertaken—namely the forc- 
ing of a law through congress which 
would enable the conspirators to pocket 
a sum not far from $100,000,000, When 
the bill increasing the tax on distilled 
spirits from 90 cents to $1.25 a gallon 
was introduced in congress it seemed to 
have some ‘very: plausib& arguments 
behind it. There was serious talk of a 
deficiency in the treasury, but it was 
maintained that this increase of tne tax 
on distilled spirits would not only cover 
the expected deficiency, but leave a com- 
fortable little surplus. The proposition 
was effectually robed in the garments of 
popularity. But when the bill was first 
introduced in congress with a flourish and 
a cackle worthy of the most pious spirit 
of reform, The Constitution suggested in 
a meek and modest way that perhaps the 
proposition had the whisky ring behind 
it No note was taken of the sugges- 
tion, and we ventured to repeat it again, 
more emphatically, 

After a while, we observed in the west- 
em newspapers that the trust was unus- 
ually active—that it had acquired nearly 
all the distilleries in the country, leasing 
those it could not-buy, and that it was 
working these to their full capacity. 
There were some other developments and 
then the true inwardness of the whole 
scheme dawned on us. A more audaci- 
ous attempt to use the people's legisla- 
ture for the purpose of plundering the 
public was nevef devised. It was one of 
the most gigantic speculations of modern 
times. 

Even before the bill to increase the 
tax was introduced the trust had its plans 
prepared. It was not supposed that there 
would be any opposition to a :ueasure so 
fortified with plausible arguments, and, 
unquestionably, the measure would have 
gone through but for the activity of the 
trust itself. But it performed its entices 
under the very nose of the public. It 
had one year’s supply of distilled spirits 
on hand at the fime the Scott bill was in- 


‘troduced, and it has gone forward distill- 


ing at the rate of five hundred barrels 


the fires under its stills can be put out. 
It is no wonder that the trust could af- 
ford to place $1,500,000 in the hands of 
their Washington lobby to be émployed 
in furnishing arguments in fayor of the 
Scott bil. But if the Scott bill were to 
become a law today and go into effect 
immediately the treasury would not re- 
ceive a dollar of revenue from that source 
for at least two years to come. Every 
cent of the increase would go into the 
pockets of the trust. 

But the Scott bill is dead, and the trust 
is seriously crippled. There is a shortage 
in its treasury of $700,000 and its rcbate 
fund, supposed to amount to $2,000,000, 
has disappeared. Its shares have been 
knocked to pieces in the market, and it 
‘has on hand, as the result of overproduc- 
tion, a tremendous supply of distilled 
spirits which it must get rid of at any 
price. It is closing down its distilleries, 
and it has on hand $4,000,000 worth of 
manufacturing property that cost it 
$35,000,000. 

Let us hope it will be long before the 
iniquitous concern will be able io bribe 
legisjators and control public men. 


. Where the Jury System Failed. 

The British government has just with- 
drawn the right of sitting on juries from 
its subjects in India. 

After trying the system thirty years 
in that country, it is pronounced a fail- 
ure. No Hindoo can be convicted of a 
serious offense. It is said to be impossi- 
ble to get twelve honest Hindoos in the 
jury box. 

The fact is, jury trials suit the Anglo- 
Saxon race and no other. A trialin Hayti 
would be a farce. 

That the British should have made a 
trial of the system in India is passing 
strange when the fact is considered that 
the natives are at heart hostile to the 
whites, and determined to stand by each 
other against the common enemy. 

Under the rule of Warren Lastings the 
Hindoos showed that they regarded per- 
jury and forgery as legitimate aids in a 
lawsuit. They have not changed much 
since then, and it was pure folly for their 
white conquerors to risk their interests 
before native juries. Even in England 
and this country we find it hard to keep 
juries up to the proper standard. 


Not a Question of Party Politics. 

The New York Sun remarks that the 
Hawaiian question, which is now begin- 
ning to loom up; is not a question of 
partisan politics or of conventional pol- 
itics, but of national opportunity and 
manifest destiny. 

In a measure this is true, but “national 
opportunity” and “manifest destiny” are 


foul. It has always been the same ar- 


tify it. We cannot know until the country 
is in full possession of all the facts. 

We see it stated that Senator Morgan, 
of Alabama, is in favor of the annexa- 
tion scheme. If this is his position we as- 
sume that he has good reasons for it. 
Meanwhile, the country will have all the 
facts before many days. 


Another Foreign Problem. 

This month the Panama canal compa- 
ny’s concession in the United States of 
Colombia will lapse, unless renewed, aud 
the government shows uo inclination to 
renew it. ; 

Tthe Colombians feel satisfied: that the 
canal cannot be constructed without the 
aid of the French government, and they 
regard it as a waste of time to grant a 
further concession. 

Before decisive action, the government 
will await the arrival of United States 
Minister Abbott at Bogota, and it is quite 
likely that the aid of our republic will be 
invoked under the treaty which binds us 
to protect the interests of Colombia. 

There is some talk of granting a new 
concession to a British and American 
company, but it is thought that Colombia 
will decide to finish the canal herself. 
The French have been getting ready for 
the change by transferring their rolling 
stock to the Panama railroad. This ex- 
cites indignation and is regarded as 
fraudulent, the assets of the canal colpa- 
ay being subject to forfeiture when the 
concession expires. The concession 
granted to the French company is very 
important and valuable. Rather than 
give it up, it has been suggested that 
France will send an armed force to the 
isthmus and make a determined effort to 
hold it. This is very doubtful. The in- 
ternal strife in France occasioned by this 
unfortunate enterprise will make Car- 
not’s administration unwilling to take 
hold of a venture which has already cavs- 
ed so much trouble. In the event, how- 
ever, of French interference it is plain 
that our government will feel in duty 
bound to stand by Coluwbia. 

But suppose the concession is renewed 
with the understanding that the canal 
will proceed with the French government 
in control? Right here again, the United 
States government will feel called upon 
to interfere. We are not going to allow 
any European government to take charge 
of the isthmus.

The self-educated men who 
achieve the highest degree of success 
never claim that it was on account of 
their lack of a college education. On the 
contrary, they never cease to regret their 
lack of early educational advantages, and 
the majority of them see to it that their 
sons go to college. Make a note of that!

Railroads and Brains.

‘There is a lighter weight of brains in the 
railroad business than any other industry in 
which so much capital is invested,”’ declared 
Hon. E. B. Stahiman, of Nashville, at the 
Normandie last night. “You may put me 
down as saying this, because I have told my 
own people the same thing often.” wa 

Mr. Stahiman should know whereof/ he 
speaks, because he,jg-chairmyp-of theexec- 
ad and 
Steamship Association, an organization which 
enrolls all of the important roads in the great 
section between the Mississippi, Ohio and Po- 
tomac rivers, and a number of steamship 
lines. An enumeration of their initials would 
exhaust the alphabet. Railroad interests are 
in a deplorable condition just now according 
to the picture which the genial and brainy 

uthern magnate draws. 
ota. railroads of the south’ are not paying 
more than 11-2 cents on the dollar of capital 
actually invested,” he said. “What can you 
expect with the present rates, which are 
about one-third the tariffs of the European 
railroads? Think of a railroad running from 
Washington to Atlanta, through a‘thinly pop- 
ulated country, which gets only one-third for 
freight of the rates charged by the great line 
from Liverpool to London, which has a city 
at every station and practicaily a continent 
at each end. The railroads of the south, like 
those of the country at large, are harassed 
by congress, by the state legislatures, by com- 
petition and by internal dissensiors. A num- 
ber of lines are in the hands of the courts. 
Still congress will persist in tinkering with 
the interstate commerce act. That acd has 
never had a fair trial because they have never 
let it rest iong enough. They are tinkering 
with it constantly to make it fit the decisions 
of some circuit judge. Now it must be shaped 
according to the Gresham decision, and this 
ease and that case. Congress would do well 
to let the act alone awhile and not be in- 
creasing its complexity at every session.

We are 
disposed to guess that this aythor’s literary 
value, remarkable as it is, might be enlarged 
if he had some experience of the writer's 
cramp.

Sunday Delk was particularly troublesome 
and the adimonishing of the jailer only in- 
creased his stubborn determination to cre- 
ate trouble. He was securely locked in his 
cell, and, enraged at net being allowed to 
stuy in the corridor, he began to shake at 
his door and succeeded in accomplishing 
the feat of breaking the heavy iron hook 
which holds the outer door together. Jailer 
Corrigan walked back to quiet him, when 
Delk became furious and cursing and 
threatening Mr. Corrigan, said; 

“I'll do as I please and you dare not put 
me in the dungeon.” He became worse and 
worse and the jailer was forced to do some- 
thing with him. He gathered hold of him 
by the back of the neck and yanked him into 
the dark, dark dungeon in the basement. 
That was Sunday night and yesterday morn- 
ing it was thought he was near enough tamed 
to be set free. He was carried back to his 
cell and securely lodked m. He will not be 
allowed out again, except he becomes so un- 
ruly that he will have toe be sent to the 
dungeon. He is regarded as the most dan- 
gervus man in the jail and every prisoner 
at the jail has a wholesome fear of him.

Jailer 
Corrigan refused te admit her, afterwards 
giving as his reason that she was not Delk’s 
sister, but his sweetheart, a Miss Hendrix.

RUINED BY HER SUNDAY SCHOOL TEACHER 


Who Also Sung in the Choir—A Story of 
Heartlese Desertion, the Last Word 
of Which Is Suicide. 


Ruined, and then deserted, Mrs. Hanson, 
who, a year ago, was a happy-hearted, in- 
nocent young woman, ended her blighted 
life with morphine yesterday afternoon. 

She swallowed the deadly drug about 9 
o'clock Tuesday night, and then went to 
bed. She slept soundly and the fact that 
she had taken poison was not discovered 
until 1 o'clock yesterday morning. Her 
sister-in-law, Miss Hanson, who sleeps with 
her, was awakened by her loud breathing, 
and making a light she found that Mrs. 
Hanson was in a deadly stupor. A physi- 
cian was sent for, but all antidotes failed to 
counteract the effect of the deadly drug 
the unhappy woman had swallowed in such 
large quantities. She lingered unti] yes- 
terday afternoon, when she died. The 
death occurred at the home of her mother- 
in-law on the corner of Humphries and 
Hightower streets. 

Unhappy Story of Her Life. 

The story of Mrs. Hanson’s ruined life 
is pathetic to an unusual degree. It reads 
like a transcript from some modern romance 
and the sad features of it are not equaled 
outside the pages of fiction. 

Up to last August she was unmarried, 
and was highly respected and loved under 
her maiden name of Ella Webb. Her 
mother was dead, her father failed to sup- 
port her, anu with a younger sister she 
eame to Atlanta fo earn her own liveli- 
hood. The two sisters worked at dress- 
making and made enough money to keep 
them comfortably. They were employed for 
a long time in the establishment of Miss 
Ashworth, and were respected for their 
modest ways and lady-like bearing. 

For several months they boarded in a 
nice family on Courtland street and went 
in respectable society. Both young women 
were attractive and received considerable 
attention from their young gentlemen ac- 
qugintances. 

A Sunday School Teacher. 


For two years the two young ladies were 
members of Dr. Norcross’s congregation 
at the Fifth Baptist church. They were 
constant attendants upon the services there 
and members of the Sunday school. They 
were warmly received by the older mem- 
bers of the congregation, and their lonely 
lives found slight.relief in the social Inter- 
course with the Fifth Baptist church-goers. 
The young ladies were students in the 
Sunday school and never a Sabbath morn- 
ing found cheir seats empty. 

Among the many young people Miss Ella 
Webb met at the Sunday school was a 
young machinist employed at the East Ten- 
nessee shops, Robert Hanson. 
was a young man about twenty-four years 
old, and a handsome, talkative fellow. He 
was one of the leaders in the Sunday school, 
and seemed to be extremely popular among 
the church people. He was a Sunday school 
teacher and sang in the choir. 

Fascinates Miss Webb. 

From the first Hanson paid marked at- 
tention to Miss Ella Webb, and his-ad- 
vances Were received with every sign of re- 
ciprocation. Miss Webb was a lonely 
young woman, dependent upon her own re- 
sources for a livelihood, and she looked 
upon a marriage with sach & young man as 

anson with favor. 

Her sister, too, was pleased at the pros- 
pect of having a protector, and the match, 
which seemed to be coming to a climax, 
was looked upon as a highly satisfactory 
one by all the friends of Miss Webb. Peo- 
ple who talk about such things as match 
making said they were just suited for each 
other, as Mr. Hanson ‘was such a nice 
young church man, and Miss Webb’s liking 
seemed to run that way. Hanson was 
often a visitor to the elder of the Miss 
Webbs and his visits were received kindly 
by her. In a short time she grew to love 
the young Sunday school teacher madly, 
and his words of love fell like music on her 
ears. He walked home with her from 
church of Sunday mornings, and frequently 
during the week be called to see her. 

A Base Desertion. 


Last summer it became known among 
the friends of the two that they were en- 
gaged to be married, and the wedding was 
to occur before the summer ended. Con- 
aeeations were offered to both. and Miss 

ebb was extremely happy. 

But her happiness was short lived. - With 
woman’s quick intuition it soon became ap- 
parent to her that Hanson was growing 
cold, and this was followed by the painful 
discovery that he did not intend to marry 
her. The revelation was a-terrible one 
to her. She went to her pastor, Dr. Nor- 
cross, and told him the story of her ill 
treatment. 

Dr. Norcross was touched by what she 
told him, and indignantly he went to his 
Sunday school teacher and told him that it 
was his duty to marry Miss Webb. 

Hanson gave no definite answer, but the 
next heard from him he had left the city. 
He gave up his place at the shops and leay- 
ing his widowed ther and sister, he went 
off without leaving his address. 

Hanson Arrested. 


Hanson’s base desertion of the young 
woman after he had ruined her life created 
intense surprise among those who knew 
him. Many were the expressions of indig- 
nation that were heard on every side. 
warrant was sworn out for his arrest, 
and Mr. John Faith, who had taken an 
interest in the young ladies, offered a re- 
ward of $25 for his capture. Detective 
Looney searched for Hanson throughout 
the city, but failad to find him. He was 
finally located at Opelika, Ala., and arrest- 


Cfiicer Hamilton brought him back to 
Atlanta, and the afternoon of his arrival, 
an hour after he reached the city, he was 
carried to the office of Dr. Young on Ma- 
rietta street by Officer Looney and Mr. 
John Faith and made to marry Miss Webb. 
The scene at the office where the marriage 
occurred, which was described in The Con- 
stitution of the day following, was deeply 
affecting. The two broken hearted sisters 
faced the destroyer of their happiness with 
flashing eyes. 

After the marriage Hanson promised 
to be true to his wife, but a month later he 
deserted her. He went to Paducah, Ky., 
where he now is. 

Hanson’s Letter. 


After Hanson left her, his wife resided 
with his mother on the corner of Hum- 
phries and Hightower streets. Two months 
after her marriage a child was born, and in 
the care of this she sought to forget her 
sorrow. 

Tuesday she accidentally picked up a 
letter from her husband writtén to his 
mother. _The letter stated that he could 
secure a divorce from his wifé if he had the 
necessary money. The letter was a heart-
